and laughed at the federal build­

“ Why , I enjoy ed lire when the 
mercury m irked the temperature 
as being 40 degrees below zero,” 
he said, “ and here y ou are kicking 
because it is 6 degrees below.

was in the winter of 1863 64 that 
I experienced the 40 degree cold 
snap. 
I was at Sedalia and the 
snap lasted from November 15 
until the latter part of January .” 
Joseph Crabtree, who has been 
the engineer of the federal building 
in this city for seventeen y ears, 
also had a cold snap experience to 
relate. 
“ It was in 1886.” he said, 
“ that I experienced what I call 
real cold weather. 
For 
several 
day s the mercury hugged the 27 
degree mark in the thermometers. 
The present weather is like a spring 
zephy r when compared to that 
of ’86 ” 
That ended the sy mposium. The

dent Ramsey refu ses to allow the
